Letter  from  the  President 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  discovery  and  enlightenment  for 
the  Staff  and  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Museum  of  Salem.  We  have 
realized  to  a  greater  degree  the  Museum's  potential  to  achieve  and 
grow  and  have  also  witnessed  the  extent  of  allegiance  and  commit¬ 
ment  afforded  the  Peabody  Museum  by  its  members  and  support¬ 
ers. 

The  year  1988  will  forever  be  remarkable  in  the  history  of  the 
Museum  for  it  has  marked  the  auspicious  beginning  of  a  new  and 
exciting  phase  in  the  life  of  our  institution  with  the  opening  of  the 
Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  Gifts  from  individuals  to  the  Campaign  to 
build  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  and  add  to  the  Museum's  endow¬ 
ment  amounted  to  more  than  half  the  total  funds  raised.  The  gen¬ 
erosity  of  these  individuals  and  families  enabled  the  Museum  to 
match  by  a  ratio  of  4:1  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
Challenge  Grant  a  full  year  ahead  of  schedule.  It  was  also  instru¬ 
mental  in  securing  the  $500,000  Kresge  Foundation  award  which 
brought  the  Campaign  to  its  successful  conclusion. 

We  thank  the  many  donors  whose  continued  support  through¬ 
out  our  four  year  effort  has  been  invaluable  and  also  offer  our 
appreciation  to  those  who  helped  make  the  Opening  Celebration  for 
the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  the  tremendous  success  it  was.  The 
Museum  staff  and  volunteers  performed  tirelessly.  On  May  14, 1988, 
the  doors  of  the  new  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  of  the  Peabody 
Museum  were  opened  amid  great  fanfare  and  celebration.  In  the 
ensuing  months  public  response  has  been  exponential.  Attendance 
and  Membership  figures  are  at  an  all-time  high.  National  and  inter¬ 
national  attention  continues  to  expand  and  with  it  the  Peabody 
Museum  has  gained  new  prominence  in  the  international  cultural 
community.  The  most  gratifying  aspect  of  the  past  year,  however, 
remains  the  unprecedented  growth  in  support  of  the  Museum  and 
its  programs  by  the  loyal  members  and  friends  who  shall  always 
form  the  cornerstone  of  the  Peabody  Museum  of  Salem.

Message  from  the  Director 


In  just  a  little  over  a  decade,  we  will  celebrate  the  200th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  founding  of  our  institution  in  1799.  As  we  look  back  over 
nearly  two  centuries,  we  cannot  help  but  be  impressed  by  the 
changes  in  our  Museum,  changes  which  through  the  years  have 
transformed  an  initial  cabinet  of  curiosities  assembled  by  untutored 
Salem  captains  into  a  museum  of  international  significance. 

Who,  sailing  aboard  the  ship  Franklin  and  trading  at  Nagasaki  in 
1799,  would  have  guessed  that  the  handful  of  curios  brought  back 
for  the  East  India  Marine  Society's  cabinet  of  curiosities  would  grow 
into  a  collection  of  over  30,000  objects  from  Japan?  Who  aboard  the 
Franklin  would  have  lent  an  ear  to  a  sailor's  yarn  that  predicted  that 
some  day  over  300  curios  would  travel  back  to  Japan  for  an  exhibi¬ 
tion,  not  on  an  arduous  journey  of  six  months  around  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  but  instead  in  an  unbelievable  fourteen  hours  at  35,000 
feet  in  a  747  jumbo  jet? 

Remarkable  as  these  changes  are,  one  can  still  be  impressed  by 
changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  last  dozen  years,  which  have  seen 
added  to  the  Museum  facility  three  important  additions:  the  Ernest 
S.  Dodge  Wing,  the  Alexander  O.  Vietor  Conservation  Laboratory 
and  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  Together,  these  three  additions  rep¬ 
resent  a  greater  physical  expansion  of  the  Museum  than  had 
occurred  in  the  previous  one  and  three-quarters  centuries.  Growth 
has  been  so  phenomenal  in  this  short  period,  one  might  be  tempted 
to  assume  the  work  complete,  and  the  institution's  needs  met,  but 
no,  there  is  yet  much  to  accomplish  to  insure  the  physical  well-being 
of  our  collections.  As  we  do  so,  however,  we  must  also  continually 
improve  the  spiritual  dimension,  the  real  meaning  behind  our  efforts 
to  collect  physical  objects.  The  word  museum  is  derived  from  the 
Greek  verb,  mousa,  which  means  "to  remember."  The  Museum  thus 
becomes  the  "memory"  of  our  past  and  the  past  of  other  peoples 
and  cultures  who  are  represented  in  our  collections.  The  Museum  is 
a  storehouse  of  the  collective  memory  of  maritime  New  England 
and  the  diverse  peoples  who  were  bound  in  the  web  of  maritime 
commerce  during  the  formative  years  of  our  democracy.  Still,  if  we 
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are  to  fully  realize  our  mission  as  a  museum,  we  must  do  more  than 
simply  preserve  the  collections  we  hold  in  trust.  We  must  also  use 
our  collections  to  extract  meaning  and  significance;  and  to  educate 
and  to  learn  and  to  make  them  vital  and  important  for  all  members 
of  our  pluralistic  society  and  our  world.

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THE  ASIAN  EXPORT  ART  WING 

As  1988  drew  to  a  close  the  Museum's  unprecedented  fundrais¬ 
ing  goal  of  $14.5  million  for  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  was  within 
reach.  The  campaign  for  the  $10.9  million  wing  and  exhibits,  as  well 
as  a  $3.6  million  addition  to  the  Museum's  endowment,  was  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  successfully  concluded  early  in  the  new  year.  Among  the 
more  than  450  donations,  large  and  small,  that  contributed  to  this 
triumph,  three  special  grants  were  instrumental  in  bringing  the  cam¬ 
paign  to  a  successful  conclusion.  The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  awarded  a  $450,000  challenge  grant  and  an  anonymous 
donor  awarded  a  $1.15  million  challenge  grant.  Partly  because  of  the 
momentum  created  by  these  grants,  the  Museum  can  anticipate 
receiving  the  Kresge  Foundation's  award  of  $500,000  to  cap  off  the 
campaign  in  early  1989. 

At  the  beginning  of  1988  the  new  wing  was  officially  turned 
over  to  the  Museum.  The  wing  was  designed  by  Kallmann, 
McKinnell  and  Wood,  winners  of  the  1984  American  Institute  of 
Architects'  Firm  Award  and  designers  of  Boston  City  Hall,  the 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  Cambridge,  the  Hynes  Convention 
Center  and  Back  Bay  Station  in  Boston.  The  firm  produced  their  first 
museum  design  for  the  Peabody,  creating  for  the  Museum  a  building 
appropriate  to  the  collections  and  well  integrated  with  the  museum 
complex  as  a  whole.  The  wing  received  praise  from,  among  others, 
the  Boston  Globe's  Robert  Campbell  who  called  it  "a  gentle  evocative 
building  that  marries  motifs  and  ideas  from  many  times  and  places 
into  a  new  whole"  and  characterized  the  interior  as  "a  pleasing 
series  of  different  spaces"  with  "crisp  detailing." 

In  early  1988  the  exhibition  designs  created  by  Stuart  Silver, 
working  with  curators  Crosby  Forbes  and  William  Sargent,  were 
being  realized  in  meticulously  crafted  display  units.  Dr.  Forbes  and 
Mr.  Sargent  had  completed  an  enormous  quantity  of  text  explaining 
more  than  1,000  objects  displayed  in  eleven  galleries.  The  exhibition 
designer,  Stuart  Silver,  served  for  fifteen  years  as  Director  of  Design 
at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  New  York  before  founding  his  own 
firm  of  Stuart  Silver  Associates.  He  is  known  for  the  designs  of 
many  major  exhibitions  including  "Treasures  of  Tutankhamen," 
"The  Vatican:  the  Papacy  and  Art"  and  the  Rockefeller  Wing  of 
Primitive  Art  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  To  produce  the 
Asian  export  art  exhibits,  Mr.  Silver  collaborated  with  the  design

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firm  Donovan  and  Green.  The  firm  of  Terry,  Chassman  Associates, 
also  of  New  York,  was  the  consultant  for  lighting  design. 

Conservator  William  L.  Phippen  supervised  the  preparation  of 
all  objects  exhibited  in  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  The  treatment  of 
nearly  400  objects  (including  furniture,  fans,  silver,  ivory,  lacquer,  oil 
paintings  and  works  on  paper)  begun  in  1987  proceeded  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Phippen  and  Paper  Conservator  Pam  Peterson. 
They  were  assisted  by  a  group  of  able  and  hard-working  volunteers 
and  by  Curatorial  Interns  Leah  Wolf  and  Emily  Bacall.  Nearly  100 
objects  were  treated  by  sixteen  outside  conservators  and  two  region¬ 
al  conservation  centers.  This  work  was  made  possible  by  extensive 
grants  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts'  Conservation 
Program  and  from  an  anonymous  donor.  During  March  and  April 
Mr.  Phippen,  Curators  Forbes  and  Sargent,  and  Designer  Silver 
oversaw  the  installation  of  more  than  1,000  objects.  Installation  and 
subsequent  arrangement  of  the  storage  area  were  supported  by 
grants  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  an  anony¬ 
mous  donor. 

The  exhibits  in  the  new  wing,  approached  from  East  India 
Marine  Hall,  are  introduced  in  the  first  gallery.  Here  the  visitor  is 
oriented  to  the  wide-ranging  trade  in  bulk  commodities  such  as  tea 
and  textiles  which  motivated  and  supported  the  special  trade  in  the 
luxury  goods  known  as  Asian  export  art.  Beyond  the  introductory 
gallery  is  an  exhibit  of  Chinese  export  gold  and  silver  featuring 
magnificent  examples  of  the  Chinese  goldsmith's  art.  From  this 
small  room  visitors  pass  into  the  Chinese  export  decorative  arts 
gallery  with  paintings,  furniture,  silver,  textiles  and  fancy  goods 
arranged  in  four  main  groupings  from  the  early  18th  to  the  early 
20th  century.  An  adjacent  gallery  is  devoted  to  changing  exhibitions 
from  the  Peabody's  extensive  collection  of  small  oils,  watercolors 
and  drawings  of  the  China  coast  by  Western  artists,  including 
Chinnery  and  Watson.  Beyond  it  lies  the  Japanese  export  art  gallery, 
which  includes  objects  brought  back  to  Salem  by  sea  captains  who 
made  the  journey  to  Nagasaki  in  the  late  1700s,  as  well  as  Japanese 
objects  made  for  European  or  American  markets.  The  main  gallery 
on  the  third  floor  explores  Salem's  trade  with  India  and  displays  a 
rich  collection  of  objects  such  as  a  lap  desk  made  of  ivory-covered 
sandalwood  and  a  pair  of  ebony  candlesticks  with  tripod  legs  termi¬ 
nating  in  feet  clad  in  Dutch  shoes.  An  adjoining  gallery  displays 
watercolors  and  drawings,  chiefly  by  Western  artists,  depicting 
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Indian  people,  architecture  and  landscapes  of  the  18th  and  19th  cen¬ 
turies. 

The  first  floor  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  is  entirely  devoted 
to  ceramics.  The  four  galleries  contain  more  than  400  examples.  The 
first  of  the  galleries,  nearest  to  the  older  portions  of  the  Museum, 
contains  general  market  porcelains.  Wares  with  popular  designs 
such  as  flowers  or  landscapes,  which  found  a  wide  audience  in  the 
West,  are  displayed  according  to  their  color,  pattern  and  construc¬ 
tion.  The  adjacent  gallery,  overlooking  the  garden,  is  devoted  to  spe¬ 
cial  order  porcelains  for  the  American  market.  These  porcelains, 
made  for  a  particular  individual  or  organization,  are  often  refined 
variations  of  general  market  wares,  adorned  with  armorial  or  pseu¬ 
do-armorial  crests  or  monograms,  or  decorated  with  religious,  polit¬ 
ical,  mythological,  historical  or  maritime  motifs.  A  small  transition 
gallery  displays  a  superb  sampling  of  Chinese  porcelain  animal,  bird 
and  human  figures,  on  loan  from  the  collection  of  Mrs.  Lammot  du 
Pont  Copeland.  The  largest  first  floor  space,  the  Evelyn  F.  Bartlett 
Gallery,  provides  the  setting  for  250  pieces  of  the  finest  special  order 
porcelains  made  for  the  British  and  Continental  markets. 

The  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  opened  to  the  public  on  May  14, 
capping  a  week  of  festivities  that  began  with  a  Monday  evening 
reception  for  staff  and  volunteers.  During  the  week  the  Museum 
hosted  a  series  of  dinners  and  receptions  for  the  trustees;  East  India 
Marine  Associates  and  special  benefactors,  collectors  and  friends; 
and  a  special  preview  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  for  members  of 
foreign,  national  and  regional  media. 

The  official  opening  of  the  wing  -  a  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  - 
took  place  at  noon.  May  13.  The  Museum's  guest  of  honor  for  this 
historic  event  was  the  Ambassador  of  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  to  the  United  Nations,  Li  Luye.  The  Ambassador  formally 
presented  the  two  tai-hu  stones  installed  in  the  Asian  Garden  as  gifts 
from  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  Also  present  at  the  dedication 
were  Mr.  Huang  Yin  Guo  and  Mr.  Chen  da  Xian,  representing  the 
Municipal  People's  Government  of  Hangzhou.  That  afternoon  and 
evening  the  wing  was  opened  to  members  for  a  reception  with 
refreshments.  The  celebrations  concluded  with  a  gala  benefit  dinner 
dance. 

Saturday,  May  14  was  a  day  of  public  celebration.  To  honor  the 
opening  of  the  wing  four  sailing  vessels  visited  the  port  of  Salem, 
tying  up  at  Central  Wharf  where  they  welcomed  visitors.  The  festive 
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atmosphere  was  enlivened  by  musicians  who  entertained  with  mar¬ 
itime  music.  At  noon  a  grand  procession  of  'Triends  of  the  Peabody 
Museum"  made  its  way  from  Derby  Wharf  to  the  Museum.  Trustees, 
invited  dignitaries,  corporate  members,  members  of  the  East  India 
Marine  Associates,  staff,  volunteers  and  friends,  including  represen¬ 
tatives  from  other  Salem  museums,  were  joined  by  several  attrac¬ 
tions.  Among  these  were  Tanya  the  baby  elephant,  Glover's 
Regiment,  and  the  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy  Marching 
Band.  During  the  afternoon  nearly  3,000  people  toured  the  new 
wing  free  of  charge.  Outside  the  Museum  on  the  East  India  Mall, 
food  vendors  sold  Asian  specialties,  and  performers  entertained  vis¬ 
itors  with  Chinese,  Indian,  Indonesian,  and  Japanese  dances.  The 
beautiful,  sunny  weather  helped  make  this  one  of  the  best  attended 
and  most  successful  public  events  in  the  Museum's  history. 

The  reception  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  by  the  media  has 
been  enthusiastic  and  gratifying.  The  wing  was  featured  on  the 
"CBS  Sunday  Morning"  program,  and  feature  articles  appeared  in 
such  art  and  antiques  magazines  as  Antiques  Monthly,  The  Magazine 
Antiques,  Connoisseur  and  Museum  News;  as  well  as  in  a  variety  of 
other  publications  such  as  House  and  Garden,  Town  and  Country, 
Travel  and  Leisure  and  Yankee  Magazine.  The  events  of  the  opening 
and  the  wing  itself  were  widely  reviewed  by  international  and 
national  newspapers  and  wire  services  such  as  the  International 
Herald  Tribune,  Associated  Press,  United  Press  International,  The 
New  York  Times  and  The  Wall  Street  Journal.  Our  own  local  press  gave 
broad  coverage  too  with  stories  appearing  in  the  Salem  Evening 
News,  the  Lynn  Daily  Evening  Item,  the  Christian  Science  Monitor, 
Boston  Magazine,  Yankee  Magazine,  Mass  Bay  Antiques,  New  England 
Antiques  Journal,  North  Shore  Weeklies,  the  Boston  Globe,  the  Boston 
Globe  Magazine  and  the  Boston  Herald. 

The  new  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  represents  a  great  achievement 
for  the  Museum  in  its  skillful  combination  of  fine  architecture  with 
elegant  and  informative  exhibits.  The  wide  media  attention  and, 
above  all,  the  dramatic  40  percent  increase  in  visitors  to  the  Museum 
attest  to  this  success. 
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EXHIBITS 

Maritime  New  England 

The  Museum  took  a  second  major  step  forward  in  1988  with  the 
installation  and  opening  of  its  new  permanent  exhibit,  "'Maritime 
New  England."  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Honorary  Trustee  and 
long-time  Museum  friend  Russell  Knight,  the  central  vision  for 
which  the  Dodge  Wing  was  built  was  at  last  realized.  The  Museum's 
maritime  collections,  among  the  greatest  in  the  country,  are  arrayed 
to  create  an  exhibition  which  conveys  the  significance  of  maritime 
enterprise  in  New  England's  past  and  present. 

The  development  of  new  maritime  exhibits  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  Dodge  Wing  also  created  the  opportunity  to  better  orient  visitors 
to  the  size  and  scope  of  the  Museum's  collections  and  exhibits.  The 
new  orientation  area  introduces  the  Museum,  its  origins  in  the  gold¬ 
en  age  of  sail  and  the  collections  that  have  grown  out  of  Salem 
mariners'  deep  interest  in  the  wonders  of  the  natural  world  and  the 
cultures  of  the  exotic  peoples  they  encountered  on  their  voyages. 

"Maritime  New  England"  was  developed  by  a  team  of  curators 
headed  by  Maritime  History  Curator  Dr.  Paul  Johnston,  working  in 
concert  with  the  Museum's  Education  and  Design  departments.  The 
displays  explore  four  aspects  of  maritime  enterprise  -  fishing,  whal¬ 
ing,  coastal  trade  and  deep-water  trade  -  which  formed  the  back¬ 
bone  of  New  England's  rapid  economic,  social  and  political  develop¬ 
ment.  "The  Deep-Water  Trade",  organized  by  Associate  Curator 
Paul  Winfisky,  was  given  prominence  to  emphasize  that  this  trade, 
which  took  New  Englanders  into  all  the  oceans  of  the  world,  directly 
stimulated  the  founding  and  growth  of  the  Peabody  Museum  of 
Salem. 

"The  New  England  Fisheries,"  curated  by  Dr.  Johnston,  empha¬ 
sizes  the  centrality  of  fishing  to  the  economy  of  early  New  England 
and  explains  its  most  important  techniques:  handlining,  gillnetting, 
trawling  and  purse-seining.  "Yankee  Whaling",  developed  by 
Curator  of  Exhibit  Interpretation  Mary  Malloy,  focuses  on  the  18th 
and  19th  centuries  highlighting  the  techniques  and  processes  of 
whaling,  its  commercial  products  (oil  for  lighting  and  lubricating, 
baleen  for  corsets  and  umbrellas)  and  the  whalemen's  arts,  showing 
superb  examples  of  scrimshaw.  "  Coastal  Commerce"  was  conceived 
by  Assistant  Curator  of  Maritime  History  Stuart  Morgan  and  con¬ 
centrates  on  the  age  of  the  sailing  schooner  when  New  England  ves-

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sels  monopolized  the  East  Coast,  Gulf  Coast  and  Caribbean  trades, 
carrying  New  England  ice,  lumber  and  stone  as  well  as  cotton,  flour 
and  coal. 

The  new  reception  area  and  '"Maritime  New  England"  were 
designed  by  the  Museum's  Director  of  Design  Frederick 
MacDougall  Johnson,  whose  striking  renovation  now  provides  a 
vista  from  the  reception  area  through  to  the  Asian  garden,  creating  a 
sense  of  unity  and  enabling  visitors  to  orient  themselves  to  the 
Museum's  physical  layout.  The  four  discrete  but  related  areas  of 
"Maritime  New  England"  were  built  with  architectural  references  to 
the  golden  age  of  sail  that  imbue  the  exhibit  with  the  spirit  of  that 
time.  Exhibits  Engineer  Campbell  Seamans  and  his  assistants  assem¬ 
bled  the  exhibit's  cases,  and  Conservator  William  Phippen  super¬ 
vised  the  intricate  complexities  of  the  installation.  Associate  Curator 
of  Ethnology  John  Grimes  worked  closely  with  Mr.  Phippen  to 
install  the  artifacts.  Mr.  Phippen,  who  also  serves  as  the  Museum's 
Production  Manager,  deftly  coordinated  the  work  of  all  the  contribu¬ 
tors  to  the  exhibit. 

"Maritime  New  England"  was  enthusiastically  received  by  more 
than  thirty  local  and  regional  newspapers  and  magazines,  including 
the  Boston  Globe  whose  critic  Robert  Taylor  called  the  exhibit  a 
"tightly  knit,  comprehensive  view  of  the  relationship  of  New 
England  and  the  sea",  and  praised  the  exhibit  as  a  tribute  to  the 
region's  four  centuries  of  seafaring. 


Stephen  H.  Phillips,  Attorney- At-Large,  July  7  -  ongoing 

This  small  exhibit  in  the  Phillips  Library  demonstrates  the  gains 
made  towards  increasing  accessibility  of  the  manuscript  collection 
through  the  grant-supported  manuscript  processing  that  has  been  in 
progress  for  the  past  several  years.  Here,  important  papers  from  the 
Stephen  H.  Phillips  (1823-1897)  collection  chronicle  the  distin¬ 
guished  career  of  this  Salem  attorney  who  served  as  editor  of  the 
Boston  Monthly  Law  Reporter,  as  District  Attorney  of  Salem  in  1851 
and  as  Massachusetts  Attorney  General  from  1857  to  1861. 

The  Annual  Massachusetts  Waterfowl  Stamp  Competition:  Exhibit  of 
Entries,  September  15  -  October  3 

For  the  eighth  consecutive  year,  the  Museum  hosted  the 
Massachusetts  Waterfowl  Stamp  competition  for  the  Massachusetts 
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Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  This  year's  exhibit  and  contest 
reception  were  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Richard  Cronin,  Director 
of  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  Lou  Barnicle  of  Cotuit 
became  the  first  woman  to  win  the  contest,  with  a  painting  of  a 
brant  goose  decoy  by  Joe  Lincoln.  Second  place  from  a  field  of  forty- 
seven  entries  went  to  Randy  Julius  of  East  Bridgewater  for  his 
painting  of  a  curlew  by  an  unknown  Massachusetts  carver.  Third 
place  went  to  Charles  Freeman  of  Amesbury,  with  a  painting  of  an 
early  oldsquaw  decoy  by  Stephen  Badlam.  This  and  other  decoys  by 
Badlam,  recently  acquired  by  the  Museum,  are  currently  on  exhibit. 

Chinese  Costumes  from  the  Peabody  Museum  Collection,  April  1  - 
ongoing 

The  Museum's  large  collection  of  Qing  dynasty  costumes  was 
greatly  augmented  by  the  merger  with  the  China  Trade  Museum. 
This  exhibit,  created  by  Curatorial  Assistant  in  Ethnology  Elaine 
Vukov,  features  highlights  of  the  collection.  Included  are  court 
robes,  a  theater  costume,  a  ceremonial  military  uniform,  insignia  of 
rank  and  children's  clothing.  Accompanying  the  costumes  are  such 
personal  possessions  as  snuff  bottles,  seals  and  jewelry. 
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LOANS  TO  OTHER  MUSEUMS 

The  Registrar's  Office  processed  loans  from  the  collections  to 
more  than  twenty  museums.  Among  these  was  a  loan  unprecedent¬ 
ed  in  the  Museum's  history.  Shogakukan  Publishing  Company  and 
Seibu  Department  Stores  of  Japan  borrowed  461  objects  from  the 
Morse  collection  for  an  exhibition  opening  in  1989  to  celebrate  the 
publication  of  Shogakukan's  book  on  the  Morse  Collection,  Japan 
through  the  Eyes  of  Edward  Sylvester  Morse.  This  event  is  another  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  growing  recognition  of  the  Museum's  Japanese  collec¬ 
tion  as  an  important  historical  and  cultural  resource. 

Two  important  Fitz  Hugh  Lane  paintings,  the  Southern  Cross 
heaving  Boston  Harbor  and  the  Yacht  America,  were  lent  to  the 
National  Gallery  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
Boston.  The  new  Hawaii  Maritime  Center  in  Honolulu  borrowed 
more  than  thirty  paintings  and  artifacts  for  its  premier  exhibition. 
Other  loans  were  made  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  Traveling 
Exhibit  Service  for  two  exhibitions;  the  Smithsonian  Museum  of 
Natural  History;  the  Children's  Museum  of  Boston;  the  Museum  of 
Our  National  Heritage  in  Lexington,  Massachusetts;  the  Craft 
Alliance  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  the  Connecticut  River  Museum  in 
Essex,  Connecticut;  the  Cape  Ann  Historical  Society,  Gloucester;  the 
Museum  of  Yachting,  Newport;  the  Penobscot  Marine  Museum  in 
Searsport,  Maine;  the  Katonah  Gallery,  Katonah,  New  York;  the  Hull 
Lifesaving  Museum;  the  Hart  Nautical  Collection  of  M.I.T.;  the 
Portland  Art  Museum  in  Maine;  the  Mansfield  Art  Center  in 
Mansfield,  Ohio;  and  the  Art  Complex  in  Duxbury,  Massachusetts. 
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ACCESSIONS 

The  MARITIME  HISTORY  DEPARTMENT  was  given  an  inapor- 
tant  piece  from  its  own  history.  The  desk  used  at  the  Peabody 
Museum  by  John  Robinson,  Jr.,  founder  of  the  department,  was 
donated  to  the  collection,  together  with  a  group  of  related 
manuscripts  and  miniature  portraits,  by  Mrs.  James  Cook  Trumbull 
in  whose  family  these  items  had  descended. 

Mrs.  Trumbull  also  made  an  important  gift  of  objects  from  the 
era  of  Salem's  China  trade.  Among  these  is  a  Chinese  export  oil 
painting  of  the  75-ton  iron  paddle  steamer  Cum  Fa  (Golden  Flower). 
The  vessel,  which  flies  the  Hunt  house  flag,  was  built  in  1856  by 
Hogg  and  Delamater  for  Thomas  Hunt  and  Company.  The  painting, 
which  descended  in  the  family  of  Thomas  Hunt  of  Salem,  was  given 
in  memory  of  James  Cook  Trumbull,  a  descendant  of  James  P.  Cook, 
who  was  a  partner  in  the  Hunt  firm.  James  P.  Cook's  sea  chest, 
which  he  himself  built,  was  also  given  by  Mrs.  Trumbull.  The  inte¬ 
rior  of  the  chest's  lid  displays  a  painting  of  the  1812  battle  between 
Constitution  and  Guerriere. 

Another  episode  from  the  early  period  of  New  England's  world 
trade  was  encapsulated  in  a  silver  spoon  originally  given  to 
Benjamin  Very  by  the  mayor  of  Marstrand,  Sweden  for  his  efforts  in 
the  rescue  of  the  crew  of  a  Swedish  vessel.  The  spoon,  donated  by 
Mrs.  Hazel  Banks  Crossman  and  Mr.  Charles  E.  Banks,  is  inscribed 
"Marstrand  -  Benjamin  Vary  12  Ocktbr  1787."  The  spoon  is  one  of 
five  given  to  each  of  the  vessel's  officers.  A  gold  spoon  was  given  to 
the  Captain.  The  spoon,  which  descended  to  the  donors  through  the 
Giddings  family,  was  given  in  memory  of  Walter  Giddings. 

The  Museum's  collection  of  steamship  memorabilia  was 
enhanced  by  a  gift  of  a  set  of  napkins  from  the  Eastern  Steamship 
Company  donated  by  Miss  Helen  F.  Moreland.  Mr.  Francis  L. 
Higginson  made  additions  to  the  recently  established  sculling  collec¬ 
tion  with  important  English  lithographs  and  prints. 

A  1904  chart  of  Japan  and  Korea,  possibly  used  by  Dr.  Charles 
G.  Weld  when  sailing  in  those  waters,  was  given  by  Mrs.  Charles  W. 
Pingree.  Dr.  Weld  gave  many  of  the  important  objects  in  the 
Museum's  East  and  Southeast  Asian  collections  and  in  1907  made 
possible  the  construction  of  Weld  Hall  to  display  the  Asian  collec¬ 
tions. 
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The  whaling  and  fishing  collections  received  significant  addi¬ 
tions.  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Francis  gave  a  fully  equipped  model  of  an 
Azorean  whaleboat  made  in  the  1940s.  A  glass  whale  oil  cask  tester 
for  detecting  oil  adulterated  with  water,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in 
the  collection,  was  generously  donated  to  the  Museum  by  Mr.  Hollis 
E.  Broderick  and  Ms.  Trisha  A.  McElroy-Broderick  when  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  and  remarked  upon  by  Associate  Curator  Paul  Winfisky  at 
the  Museum's  benefit  antiques  show.  Two  enormous  trawl  doors 
were  donated  by  Gloucester  Marine  Railways.  These  doors  were 
incorporated  with  dramatic  effect  into  the  New  England  Eisheries 
section  of  the  new  exhibition  "Maritime  New  England." 

Other  additions  to  the  maritime  history  collections  included  a 
John  Leavitt  watercolor  of  an  unidentified  full-rigged  ship  and  a 
watercolor  of  sailing  vessels  (signed  "Spear")  given  by  Mr.  Albert 
Goodhue,  and  a  chess  set  in  a  wooden  box  marked  "George 
Peabody,  Esq.",  given  by  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Loring. 

The  ASIAN  EXPORT  ART  DEPARTMENT  received  177  new 
accessions  in  1988.  The  largest  group  of  objects  were  Chinese  export 
ceramics.  The  earliest  Chinese  porcelain,  made  ca.  1560-80,  is  a  flask 
decorated  with  the  royal  Spanish  arms  in  underglaze  blue.  The 
design  was  taken  from  a  silver  coin  minted  in  Mexico,  and  the  form 
from  Persian  metalware.  The  flask  may  have  been  part  of  the  large 
porcelain  collection  of  Philip  II  of  Spain  (1556-1598).  Another  piece 
associated  with  European  royalty  is  a  large  charger,  over  eighteen 
inches  in  diameter,  ca.  1715-1730,  which  bears  the  arms  of  Louis  XV 
of  France  (1715-1760).  Two  large  and  rare  covered  jars,  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  directors  of  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  in  1734, 
were  also  added  to  the  collection.  The  designs,  one  in  underglaze 
blue  and  gilt  and  the  other  in  polychrome  enamels,  are  by  Dutch 
artist  Cornelis  Pronk.  The  larger  of  the  two  jars  was  formerly  in  the 
collection  of  the  grand-ducal  castle  at  Weimar.  Two  other  important 
Dutch  market  porcelains  were  also  purchased:  an  extremely  impor¬ 
tant  white  ware  {blanc  de  chine)  Dutch  figure  group,  ca.  1700-1710, 
and  a  tulip  vase,  ca.  1700,  decorated  in  underglaze  blue.  All  of  these 
accessions  were  acquired  with  funds  donated  anonymously. 

Mrs.  John  Pulton  gave  a  collection  of  thirty  underglaze  blue  and 
white  porcelains  which  had  belonged  to  Mr.  John  Robinson,  Jr., 
founder  of  the  Museum's  Maritime  History  Department.  To  cele¬ 
brate  the  opening  of  the  new  Asian  Export  Art  Wing,  members  of 
the  Asian  Export  Art  Visiting  Committee  donated  a  soup  plate  and 
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tea  caddy  with  arms  of  the  Vaughan  family,  an  addition  to  a  group 
of  porcelains  in  the  collection  which  had  been  owned  by  the 
American  branch  of  the  Vaughan  family. 

A  Chinese  export  cup  and  saucer,  ca.  1820,  from  a  unique  service 
decorated  in  overglaze  blue  enamel  with  a  view  of  the  Philadelphia 
Water  Works  was  given  by  Mr.  Fred  Nadler  of  New  York.  A  group  of 
rare  ink  color  porcelains,  including  three  with  designs  depicting 
Adam,  Eve  and  the  serpent,  were  given  by  Mrs.  Craig  Wylie  of 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  T.  G.  Nichols  donated 
a  tea  set,  ca.  1800,  with  an  important  Salem  connection  that  displays 
handsome  neo-classical  gilt  borders  and  bears  the  monogram  ILN 
for  Ichabod  and  Lydia  Ropes  Nichols  of  Salem. 

Equally  important  ceramics  were  added  to  the  Japanese  export 
porcelain  collection.  A  Kakiemon  figure  of  two  Sumo  wrestlers,  ca. 
1680,  one  of  only  three  or  four  known,  was  purchased  with  funds 
donated  anonymously.  The  piece  adorns  the  cover  of  the  brochure 
for  the  new  wing.  A  pair  of  large  and  handsome  Japanese  vases  with 
underglaze  blue  decoration,  presently  exhibited  in  the  staircase  nich¬ 
es  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing,  was  donated  by  Mrs.  John  Fulton. 

Two  highly  important  comparison  groups  were  acquired:  a  rare 
Japanese  Arita  eagle  and  its  Meissen  interpretation,  both  from  the 
early  18th  century,  are  the  only  such  comparison  figures  in  any 
museum  collection;  a  Japanese  Kakiemon  covered  jar  with  the 
English  Chelsea  factory  jar  which  it  inspired  provide  an  equally  rare 
and  important  comparison.  Other  European  or  American  compari¬ 
son  pieces  included  a  Meissen  sake  bottle  of  Japanese  form,  a 
Chantilly  ewer  with  silver-gilt  mounts  and  traditional  Kakiemon 
decoration,  and  a  Villeroy  porcelain  Chinoiserie  figure  known  as  a 
"magot."  All  of  these  comparison  pieces  were  acquired  with  funds 
donated  anonymously.  Other  comparison  pieces  were  donated  by 
Mrs.  Craig  Wylie  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Black. 

A  remarkable  pair  of  18th  century  tea  caddies,  which  combine  the 
work  of  the  silversmith,  the  ivory  carver  and  the  cabinet  maker, 
were  also  purchased.  The  tea  caddies,  which  are  rectangular  in  form, 
are  constructed  of  plain  surfaces  embellished  with  all-over  silver-gilt 
filigree  work.  These  fit  into  velvet-lined  ivory  boxes  covered  with 
mica  and  decorated  with  applied  polychrome  flower  groups  carved 
from  ivory.  The  ivory  boxes,  in  turn,  fit  into  rosewood  boxes  with 
slide  fronts,  the  tops  bearing  silver  labels  engraved  "Souchong" 
(black  tea)  and  "Hyson"  (green  tea).  These  remarkable  objects. 
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together  with  a  pair  of  18th  century  silver-gilt  filigree  candlesticks 
and  an  18th  century  tea  kettle  fitted  with  a  contemporary  English 
spirit  lamp  and  stand,  were  acquired  with  funds  donated  anony¬ 
mously. 

Other  Chinese  export  silver  objects  added  to  the  collection 
include  a  set  of  forty-one  table  wares  made  at  Beijing,  ca.  1922-24, 
for  Mr.  Jefferson  Patterson,  then  Third  Secretary  of  the  American 
Legation.  These  consist  of  seventeen  serving  and  butter  plates,  a 
covered  entree  dish  and  a  serving  tray  for  cigars  containing  a  spirit 
lamp  surrounded  by  four  boxes.  The  table  wares  were  given  by  Mrs. 
Jefferson  Patterson.  A  rare  dragon-handled  mug  with  repousse  dec¬ 
oration  of  the  Foreign  Factory  Site  at  Canton  was  bequeathed  to  the 
collection  by  Mrs.  Esther  Kuna. 

Indian  silverwares  made  between  1800  and  1850  for  European 
use  were  added  to  the  collection  thanks  to  an  anonymous  donor. 
These  include  a  brandy  warmer  with  horn  handle  and  finial,  a  pair 
of  silver  tankards  and  an  extremely  rare  example  of  goldsmith's 
work  in  the  form  of  a  child's  rattle  with  a  whistle  at  one  end  and  a 
coral  teether  at  the  other,  made  by  Hamilton  and  Company  of 
Calcutta. 

Two  important  examples  of  18th  century  Chinese  export  furni¬ 
ture,  a  screen  and  a  gaming  table,  both  of  lacquer,  were  added  to  the 
collection.  The  screen  is  eight  feet  high  and  has  six  leaves  in  red  lac¬ 
quer  decorated  with  a  continuous  scene  of  European  men  and 
women  disporting  themselves  in  a  Chinese  garden.  Each  panel  of 
the  screen  is  topped  by  a  carved  cresting  depicting  the  Austrian 
double-eagle.  The  table  has  fine  gilt  decoration  depicting  a  ship 
anchored  offshore  near  a  European-style  house.  Both  were  gifts  of  an 
anonymous  donor. 

A  tortoiseshell  snuff  box  carved  with  a  view  of  Napoleon's  tomb 
at  St.  Helena,  and  an  18th  century  lotus-form  dish  of  red  lacquer  (a 
form  which  influenced  English  silver)  were  presented  to  the 
Museum  by  John  Sparks  Ltd.  of  London,  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Michael  Gillingham,  a  director  of  the  firm,  to  celebrate  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  An  ivory  card  case  made  for 
Elizabeth  Hunt  of  Salem,  wife  of  Thomas  Hunt  who  owned  and 
operated  one  of  the  largest  dry  docks  in  Asia  at  Whampoa  in  the 
1840s  and  '50s,  was  given  by  Mrs.  James  Cook  Trumbull.  Miss 
Frances  L.  Burnett  gave  a  photograph  album  containing  19th  centu¬ 
ry  views  of  Japanese  treaty  ports  and  temples;  Chinese  pith  paper 
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paintings  were  included  at  the  end  of  the  album. 

A  handsome  mid-19th  century  Chinese  export  lacquer  box  was 
given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stuart  Goodnow.  Four  maps  of  China,  includ¬ 
ing  one  of  the  Chinese  empire  which  had  been  revised  by  her  ances¬ 
tor,  the  American  historian  D.  S.  Wells  Williams,  were  given  by  Mrs. 
Cynthia  Blackwell.  Donated  anonymously  were  an  outstanding 
mother-of-pearl  casket  lined  with  red  russia  leather,  ca.  1770,  finely 
carved  on  all  visible  sides  with  scenes  from  European  mythological 
prints,  and  an  incense  holder  in  the  form  of  a  side-wheel  steamboat 
of  Chinese  export  black  lacquer  with  gilt  decoration. 

The  ETHNOLOGY  DEPARTMENT'S  Chinese  collection  received 
important  additions  this  year.  A  magnificent  18th  century  throne 
and  a  pair  of  guardian  figures  of  lacquered  wood  were  donated  by 
Mr.  Robert  Sarnoff.  The  Qing  Dynasty  throne  is  comprised  of  a  seat 
with  detachable  arms,  its  back  and  footrest  decorated  with  carved 
dragons,  clouds  and  finely  painted  scenes  of  auspicious  symbols 
including  bats  and  sacred  fungi.  A  Beijing  enamel  snuff  bottle,  ca. 
1736-1795,  attributed  to  the  Palace  workshop,  was  donated  anony¬ 
mously.  The  snuff  bottle  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of 
painted  enamel.  Both  its  decoration,  a  European  pastoral  scene,  and 
the  technique  of  painting  in  enamels  on  metal  were  introduced  to 
China  in  the  17th  century  by  foreign  missionaries.  The  quality  of  the 
craftsmanship  is  testimony  to  the  Chinese  artisans'  skill  in  adapting 
and  mastering  new  techniques  and  styles.  A  Chinese  amber  toggle 
depicting  a  guardian  dog  and  a  pattern  of  fish  and  waves  was  given 
by  Robert  and  Ellyn  Wolfe. 

Several  important  additions  were  made  to  the  Japanese  collection. 
A  rare  iron  vessel  made  in  Japan  during  the  16th  century  for 
Christian  ritual  was  given  anonymously.  The  vessel  is  beautifully 
inlaid  with  gold  and  silver  designs  depicting  the  madonna  and 
child,  and  flower  and  grape  motifs.  The  lid  is  surmounted  by  a 
cross,  also  inlaid.  Two  unusual  19th  century  Japanese  woodblock 
prints,  one  an  imaginative  view  of  an  American  harbor,  the  other 
showing  Yokohama  with  American  ships  at  anchor,  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Mildred  Mottahedeh.  A  woman's  paper  surcoat  lined  with  silk, 
ca.  1930,  was  given  by  Miss  Yori  Oda.  Two  ivory  okimono  depicting 
a  fisherman  and  a  street  entertainer  were  given  by  Mrs.  Harrison 
Houston.  A  Japanese  ivory  netsuke  depicting  Otafuku  bearing  a 
nautilus  shell  was  given  by  Robert  and  Ellyn  Wolfe. 

The  Indian  collection  was  augmented  by  a  small  but  remarkable 
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gift.  An  alabaster  figure  of  Hindu  deities  was  given  by  Dr.  Ranendra 
Dutta  of  Calcutta.  The  figure  is  from  a  group  given  to  Dr.  Dutta's 
great-great-grandfather  Rajinder  Dutt  by  the  Maharaja  of  Jaipur  in 
the  mid-19th  century.  Rajinder  Dutt,  whose  clay  portrait  statue  is 
currently  exhibited  in  ''Yankee  Traders  and  Indian  Merchants,"  pre¬ 
sented  the  Museum  with  an  image  of  the  goddess  Lakshmi  from  this 
same  group  in  1848. 

To  the  African  collection  came  a  finely  carved  walking  stick  from 
the  Congo  made  in  the  19th  century  and  given  by  Dr.  Elliot  Picket. 
An  unusual  polychrome  wooden  Yoruba  mask  was  given  by  Mrs. 
James  Totten. 

The  Pacific  collection  was  augmented  by  a  finely  modeled  ceram¬ 
ic  bowl  from  the  Sepik  River  in  New  Guinea,  as  well  as  a  Samoan 
kava  bowl  given  by  Miss  Ellen  McGrath.  Both  pieces  were  collected 
by  William  Robinson  and  join  a  group  of  objects  collected  by 
Robinson  during  an  around-the- world  cruise  in  1929-30.  Dr.  D. 
Carleton  Gajdusek  made  a  number  of  additions  to  the  collections  he 
has  gathered  from  the  Asmat  of  Iryan  Jaya  and  the  peoples  of  the 
highlands  of  Papua  New  Guinea.  Dr.  Gajdusek  also  gave  a  finely 
carved  and  decorated  Eormosan  canoe. 

The  NATURAL  HISTORY  DEPARTMENT  continued  to  add  to 
the  Massachusetts  decoy  collection  in  preparation  for  an  exhibit 
opening  in  October  1989.  Captain  Gerald  Smith  of  Marblehead  made 
four  decoys  in  the  old  style  for  the  Museum:  a  surf  scoter,  a 
Labrador  duck  and  a  pair  of  red-breasted  mergansers.  Captain 
Smith  based  his  work  for  the  extinct  Labrador  duck  on  sketches  and 
measurements  of  a  specimen  at  the  American  Museum  of  Natural 
History.  The  specimen  had  been  collected  by  Daniel  Webster  for 
Audubon  during  his  visit  to  Massachusetts  in  1843.  The  decoy's 
body  shape  and  posture  is  based  on  the  closest  surviving  relative, 
the  oldsquaw.  A  well-used  oversized  coot  (scoter)  decoy  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Sarah  Eraser  Robbins. 

With  funds  raised  through  the  sale  of  expired  duck  stamps,  as 
well  as  contributions  and  Natural  History  acquisition  funds,  eight 
additional  decoys  were  purchased.  Two  decoys  by  Gloucester  carver 
Charles  Hart  were  acquired:  one  of  his  earliest,  a  black  duck,  and  a 
fine  mallard  commissioned  by  a  Boston  sportsman.  The  Museum 
also  acquired  a  black  duck  by  Joe  Lincoln  branded  from  the  Spear 
rig,  a  black  duck  by  Keyes  Chadwick  of  Martha's  Vineyard  from  the 
Foote  rig  and  a  golden  plover  by  Frank  Adams  that  was  published 
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in  Murphy's  Martha's  Vineyard  Decoys.  Of  local  interest  were  a  pair  of 
mergansers  by  Carl  Woodring  of  Ipswich,  a  hollow  black  duck  by  an 
unknown  maker  attributed  to  Salem,  and  the  collection's  first  buffle- 
head  decoy.  Two  framed  Federal  Duck  Stamp  prints  were  added  to 
the  Ralph  B.  Williams  III  collection  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  B. 
Williams,  as  well  as  the  1974  etching  "Wood  Ducks"  by  David  Maass 
and  the  1979  etching  "Green- wing  Teal"  by  Ken  Michaelsen. 

Other  additions  to  the  Natural  History  department  include  a 
botanical  collection  by  the  artist  Charles  Grafly  from  Gloucester,  ca. 
1907,  given  by  Ms.  Linda  Parker;  an  oology  kit  for  preparing  eggs 
from  Mrs.  Richard  P.  Arms;  a  penguin  mount  from  Patagonia  given 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Parker;  and  a  Micmac  Indian  fan  decorated 
with  a  snow  bunting  from  Miss  Frances  Burnett,  collected  by  her 
grandmother  Ellen  Arvilla  Hatfield  Read. 

The  PHOTOGRAPHY  DEPARTMENT  received  a  gift  of  29,000 
steamship  photographs  from  Mr.  E.  K.  Haviland,  Honorary  Curator 
of  Maritime  History.  The  photographs  are  an  especially  important 
addition  to  the  collection  because  they  include  views  of  vessels  built 
after  the  1950s. 

A  collection  of  images,  most  on  early  postcards,  showing 
steamships,  Maine  lighthouses  and  Maine  sailboats  was  given  by 
Mr.  Frank  Skelly.  Mr.  Robert  F.  Hayes  donated  a  group  of  pho¬ 
tographs  taken  of  or  on  board  the  World  War  II  aircraft  carrier  USS 
Essex,  and  M.  Jacques  Fissier  of  Montbeliard,  France,  gave  a  group  of 
photographs  taken  aboard  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Ship  Eagle  in  June 
1979.  A  collection  of  slides  on  marine  subjects  was  given  by  Mr. 
Lionel  Casson.  A  group  of  photographs  of  19th  century  China  was 
given  by  the  Manchester  Historical  Society. 

The  Museum's  PHILLIPS  LIBRARY  received  eight  plan  books  of 
the  Gloucester  Net  and  Twine  Co.  from  John  B.,  Joseph  B.  and 
Salvatore  R.  Novello.  The  books  outline  specifications  used  by  the 
company  in  making  fishing  nets.  Early  20th  century  records  of  Sam 
Crocker's  ship  brokerage  business  were  donated  by  Mr.  Crocker's 
son,  Mr.  S.  Sturgis  Crocker.  Manuscripts  relating  to  the  whaleship 
Florida  were  given  by  Captain  Stanford  R.  Espedal  in  memory  of  his 
wife,  who  was  the  great-great-granddaughter  of  Captain  Williams  of 
the  Florida.  The  manuscripts  include  a  journal  kept  by  the  Captain's 
wife,  Eliza  Azelia  Williams,  on  board  the  Florida  in  1858.  The  diary  of 
Dr.  Lee  M.  Davidoff,  describing  his  experiences  during  MacMillan's 
Arctic  expedition  of  1925,  was  donated  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ida 
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Davidoff.  The  library  purchased  the  manuscript  account  book 
Nathan  Soule  kept  from  1765  to  1769  detailing  the  expenses  of  whal¬ 
ing  and  the  construction  of  a  try-works. 

Mr.  Francis  L.  Higginson  once  again  donated  a  large  group  of 
publications  on  maritime  history.  Miss  Jane  Phillips  continued  to 
add  to  the  publications  on  the  ethnology,  history  and  material  cul¬ 
ture  of  the  Himalayas.  Ms.  Margaret  K.  Bowen  donated  a  volume  on 
the  enthronement  ceremonies  of  the  late  Emperor  Hirohito  of  Japan. 
Mr.  Yu  Byung  Duk  donated  a  five-volume  collection  of  the  works  of 
his  grandfather  Yu  Kil  Chun,  a  member  of  the  first  Korean  diplomat¬ 
ic  mission  to  the  United  States.  Yu  Kil  Chun  spent  almost  a  year  in 
Salem  as  a  protege  of  the  Museum's  third  director,  Edward  Sylvester 
Morse.  Professor  Seiichi  Yamaguchi  donated  five  volumes  on 
Japanese  art  and  history.  Mr.  Arthur  Lane  gave  the  1987-88  Lloyd's 
Register  of  Shipping,  bringing  up  to  date  the  most  heavily  used  refer¬ 
ence  work  in  the  library.  Mrs.  Kenneth  D.  Malamed  donated  the 
three-volume  Chinese  Ceramics  in  the  Topkapi  Saray  Museum,  Istanbul 
in  honor  of  Associate  Curator  of  Asian  Export  Art  William  R. 
Sargent.  Mr.  Noboru  Akaza  of  Shogakukan  Publishing  Company  in 
Tokyo  donated  a  history  of  Japanese  Art. 

The  library  also  received  a  collection  of  Dr.  D.  Carleton 
Gajdusek's  correspondence,  dating  from  1934,  from  various  corre¬ 
spondents  now  deceased.  Mr.  Francis  L.  Higginson  added  memora¬ 
bilia  to  the  sculling  collection  and  the  Queen  Elizabeth  11  collection. 
Frank  Skelly  donated  a  large  group  of  steamship  newsclips,  post¬ 
cards,  pamphlets  and  brochures.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  K.  Haviland  donat¬ 
ed  a  large  collection  of  steamship  related  material.  Mr.  Anthony  R. 
Conyers  donated  an  interesting  collection  of  303  ocean  liner  baggage 
tags. 

The  ARCHAEOLOGY  DEPARTMENT  received  from  the  Essex 
County  Greenbelt  Association  a  collection  acquired  through  survey 
of  an  Association  property.  Specimens  from  Ipswich  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Diane  Burek.  A  projectile  point  discovered  in  Salem  by  Mayor 
Anthony  Salvo  was  gratefully  received. 
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EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Education  Department  offered  Museum  members  and  the 
public  a  full  schedule  of  programming  including  classes  for  school 
groups,  guided  tours,  teacher  workshops,  lectures,  gallery  talks  and 
special  events.  During  the  year  over  32,000  people  participated  in 
Museum  education  programs.  Museum  docents  led  more  than  3,800 
children  and  7,200  adults  on  guided  tours.  Over  12,000  school  chil¬ 
dren  attended  museum  classes:  more  than  10,000  at  the  Museum 
and  over  2,500  at  their  schools.  Public  and  membership  programs, 
including  special  events  associated  with  the  opening  of  the  Asian 
Export  Wing,  drew  more  than  9,000  people. 

The  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  support¬ 
ed  the  Museum's  efforts  to  collaborate  with  local  schools  by  funding 
"'Science  Everywhere,"  a  project  aimed  at  improving  science  educa¬ 
tion  in  seven  school  districts,  and  "New  England  Voyagers,"  an 
interdisciplinary  project  which  emphasizes  intercultural  apprecia¬ 
tion.  The  Museum  also  collaborated  with  schools  in  Salem,  Beverly 
and  Reading  and  with  the  Spar  and  Spindle  Girl  Scout  Council  to 
develop  ongoing  programs  and  projects  which  foster  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  museums  and  their  role  as  learning  centers. 

A  special  museum  outreach  to  Salem  teachers  was  initiated  and 
funded  by  the  Salem  Partnership.  During  this  project  the  Museum 
worked  with  the  Essex  Institute  and  the  House  of  Seven  Gables  to 
plan  and  conduct  workshops  for  elementary  and  middle  school 
teachers.  Salem  was  also  the  focus  of  a  number  of  natural  history 
programs  including  an  early  morning  "owl  prowl,"  guided  walks  at 
Highland  Park  and  Harmony  Grove  Cemetery,  and  a  walk,  co-spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Essex  Institute,  from  Marblehead  to  Salem  along  the 
old  Eastern  Railroad  line. 

Sailors  and  maritime  history  fans  were  treated  to  two  very  differ¬ 
ent  but  equally  entertaining  evenings.  Northern  Light's  Arctic- 
Antarctic  Voyage,  a  multi-media  presentation,  chronicled  a  voyage 
from  pole  to  pole.  Tania  Aebi,  the  youngest  person  and  first  woman 
to  make  a  round-the-world  solo  voyage,  recounted  her  adventures. 

Family  audiences  enjoyed  performances  by  the  Peking  Opera,  the 
Nataraj  Dancers,  Polynesian  Dance  Arts  and  a  Chinese  storyteller, 
and  also  learned  about  penguins.  Monarch  butterflies,  turkeys  and 
the  Chinese  New  Year. 
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Other  programs  included  lectures  on  local  natural  history, 
Japanese  fashion.  New  England  archaeology  and  American  whaling; 
gallery  talks  on  steamship  music,  the  Museum's  portrait  collection, 
Cleopatra's  Barge  and  the  deep-water  trade;  and  day  trips  to  muse¬ 
ums  and  historic  sites  in  Worcester,  Boston,  Andover  and  Gloucester. 
A  weekend  trip,"The  Peabody  Pilgrimage  to  Maritime  Maine," 
which  included  visits  to  the  Maine  Maritime,  Penobscot  and 
Farnsworth  museums,  provided  members  with  the  opportunity  to 
expand  their  knowledge  of  New  England  maritime  history. 

The  opening  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  added  a  new  compo¬ 
nent  to  the  Museum's  educational  programming  and  was  the  focus 
of  much  of  the  Education  Department's  activity.  Six  new  school  pro¬ 
grams  were  designed  around  Asian  Export  Art  themes  and 
described  in  a  revised  education  brochure.  Members  and  the  public 
attended  several  dozen  Asian  Export  Art  events  including  gallery 
talks  on  furniture,  paintings  and  porcelain;  films  from  India,  Japan 
and  China;  lectures  on  plant  collecting  in  China  and  the  pepper 
trade,  plus  a  course  on  Chinese  Export  Art. 

In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  the 
Archaeology  Department  sponsored  a  series  of  lectures  on  Chinese 
civilization.  Speakers  included  Professor  Kwang-chih  Chang  of 
Harvard  University,  Professor  Phebe  Chao  of  Bennington  College 
and  the  noted  art  authority  Mr.  Wan-go  H.C.  Weng.  With  assistance 
from  the  Jesse  B.  Cox  Charitable  Trust,  the  Museum  began  an  Asian 
outreach  project  aimed  primarily  at  introducing  members  of  local 
and  regional  Asian  communities  to  the  Museum  and  its  programs. 
By  working  with  schools,  community  organizations  and  individuals, 
the  Museum  developed  an  outreach  plan  for  implementation  during 
the  next  two  years  which  includes  school  projects,  public  and  mem¬ 
bership  programs,  and  an  exhibit  on  Southeast  Asia. 
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COLLECTIONS  MANAGEMENT  AND  RESEARCH 

Preparation  of  more  than  1,000  objects,  pictures  and  documents 
for  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  took  much  of  the  time  of  the  staff  of 
that  department  and  the  Conservation  Department,  as  well  as  spe¬ 
cial  staff  brought  in  to  assist.  After  the  new  wing  opened  in  May,  the 
Asian  Export  Art  Department,  with  assistance  from  many  colleagues 
in  the  Museum,  organized  and  moved  more  than  9,000  objects 
which  had  been  stored  in  ten  different  locations  for  the  previous 
four  years  into  the  new  storage  facility  in  the  basement  of  the  Asian 
Export  Art  Wing.  More  than  500  porcelain  objects  and  325  silver 
objects  have  been  placed  in  the  new  study  storage  display  cases. 
This  new  facility  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  Museum  and  has 
already  proved  its  usefulness  in  making  more  of  the  collection  acces¬ 
sible  to  visiting  scholars  and  collectors  including,  for  example,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  American  Ceramic  Circle,  the  Winterthur  Fellows, 
Sotheby's  American  Studies  Program  and  the  Friends  of  Asian  Art 
of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston.  The  organization  of  the  new 
storage  facility  was  supervised  by  Curatorial  Assistant  Elizabeth 
Duley  with  assistance  from  Curatorial  Intern  Daniel  Curtis  and  six 
volunteers. 

The  CONSERVATION  DEPARTMENT,  in  addition  to  its  prepara¬ 
tion  of  objects  for  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing  and  "Maritime  New 
England"  exhibitions,  also  treated  a  highly  important  Aleut 
Kamleika  cloak  for  loan  to  the  Smithsonian  "Crossroads"  exhibit, 
two  Stubbs  paintings  for  loan  to  the  Penobscot  Maritime  Museum 
and  many  objects  from  the  Museum's  Japanese  collection  for  the 
unprecedented  loan  exhibition  "Japan  Through  the  Eyes  of  Edward 
Sylvester  Morse"  to  open  in  Japan  in  January  1989.  A  grant  was 
received  from  the  Institute  for  Museum  Services  for  a  two-year  pro¬ 
ject  to  survey  and  improve  the  storage  of  the  Ethnology 
Department's  collection  of  Asian  works  on  paper. 

The  ETHNOLOGY  DEPARTMENT  reorganized  one  of  its  older 
storage  areas  to  ensure  the  stability  of  the  collections  kept  there.  The 
department's  extensive  photographic  inventory  file  maintained  in 
ring  binders  and  comprising  tens  of  thousands  of  images  of  objects 
in  the  collections  was  reordered  and  indexed  by  Curatorial  Intern 
Leah  Wolf.  These  photographs  are  a  major  resource  for  visiting 
scholars  who  need  to  scan  rapidly  the  contents  of  collections.  Ms. 
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Wolf  also  brought  up  to  date  the  outmoded  system  for  filing  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  collections.  In  addition  she  inventoried  the  depart¬ 
ment's  collection  of  clay  figures  from  India  in  preparation  for 
Curator  Susan  Bean's  visit  to  the  artisan  communities  where  they 
were  made. 

Curatorial  Assistant  Elaine  Vukov  and  Research  Associate  in 
Japanese  Arts  and  Crafts  John  E.  Thayer  III  spent  much  of  the  year 
coordinating  preparations  for  the  loan  of  more  than  400  objects  to 
Japan.  This  work  included  organizing  several  visits  of  the  Japanese 
exhibition  team  and  responding  to  numerous  long-distance  requests 
for  information.  During  the  three  to  four  month  period  before  the 
exhibit  was  shipped  to  Japan  Ms.  Vukov,  Mr.  Thayer,  Registrar  Lucy 
Butler,  and  the  packing  specialist  brought  in  for  this  project  worked 
closely  together  to  photograph  each  object,  record  its  condition  and 
construct  specially  designed  packing.  Ms.  Vukov  travelled  to  Japan 
to  supervise  the  arrival  and  unpacking  of  the  exhibit  which  arrived 
in  excellent  condition  because  of  the  care  taken  in  its  preparation. 

The  MARITIME  HISTORY  DEPARTMENT  made  continuing 
progress  in  preserving  its  collection  of  clocks  under  the  expert  care 
of  Mr.  Francis  Remon;  in  the  cataloguing  and  inventory  of  charts 
and  plans,  posters  and  tools;  in  ship  model  repair  and  research;  and 
in  the  conservation,  repair  and  research  of  its  nautical  instrument 
collection.  Individual  archival  boxes  were  specially  constructed  for 
the  collection  of  sketchbooks.  The  collection  of  Liverpool  transfer 
ware  was  reorganized  and  its  display  case  in  East  India  Marine  Hall 
was  reinstalled  by  Mr.  Robert  Teitelman. 

The  NATURAL  HISTORY  DEPARTMENT'S  Rebecca  Ritchie  shell 
collection  was  organized  taxonomically  and  arranged  in  drawers  to 
be  available  for  research  and  reference.  Work  was  begun  by  consul¬ 
tant  Mr.  Edward  Myskowski  on  cataloguing  the  John  Sears  collec¬ 
tion  of  Essex  County  rocks  and  minerals.  Mrs.  Sally  Ingalls  prepared 
skins  of  local  birds  to  be  added  to  the  collection  and  also  prepared 
the  three  double-crested  cormorants  for  inclusion  in  the  exhibition 
"Maritime  New  England." 

The  Coastal  Monitoring  Program,  co-sponsored  by  the  Museum 
and  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  continued  with  volunteers 
investigating  and  documenting  Salem  Sound  water  temperature, 
salinity  and  dissolved  oxygen  levels  throughout  the  year.  Other  vol¬ 
unteers  monitored  the  presence  of  ducks  in  the  harbor,  an  indicator 
of  the  health  of  the  environment,  and  found  that  the  area  is  an 
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important  wintering  spot  for  eiders,  common  goldeneye  and  greater 
scaup. 

In  the  PHILLIPS  LIBRARY  work  continued  on  conversion  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  cataloguing  system.  The  processing  of  the  mar¬ 
itime  manuscript  collection,  funded  by  the  National  Historic 
Publications  and  Records  Commission,  was  completed  in  August. 
Maritime  related  manuscripts  have  been  reorganized  and  placed  in 
acid-free  storage  boxes,  and  a  finding  aid  has  been  produced  to 
make  the  collection  more  accessible  to  researchers. 

In  the  PHOTOGRAPHY  DEPARTMENT  work  continued  on  the 
reorganization  of  the  photograph  file;  several  small  collections  of 
negatives  and  photographs  were  catalogued  and  added  to  the 
research  files  where  they  are  accessible  to  the  public. 

In  the  ARCHAEOLOGY  DEPARTMENT  Research  Associate  Dr. 
Mary  Lou  Curran  continued  work  with  early  Alaskan  artifacts  exca¬ 
vated  by  Curator  Dr.  Frederick  Hadleigh  West.  The  department  also 
began  work  with  the  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  in  a  new 
program  of  conservation.  A  leading  agent  of  environmental  protec¬ 
tion  in  the  area,  the  Association  is  working  with  the  Museum  to 
evaluate  the  archaeological  potential  of  its  protected  properties  and 
properties  it  is  considering  for  acquisition.  The  Quarterly  Review  of 
Archaeology  under  Editor-in-Chief  Dr.  West  and  Managing  Editor 
Margaret  A.  Dorsey  continues  to  extend  its  coverage  and  influence 
in  international  archaeology. 
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STAFF  ACTIVITIES 

Natural  History  Curator  Rob  Moir  received  the  James  Centorino 
Award  for  excellence  in  marine  education  presented  by  the  National 
Marine  Educators  Association  at  its  annual  conference  in  Monterey, 
California.  Mr.  Moir  lectured  on  seabirds  and  harbor  monitoring  at 
Northeastern  University  and  at  the  Massachusetts  Marine 
Educators'  Symposium  for  High  School  Students  at  Eramingham 
State  College.  Mr.  Moir  was  co-author  with  Mr.  James  MacDougall 
of  the  sixth  edition  of  Birds  of  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  a  Field  List 
published  by  the  Essex  County  Ornithological  Club  in  association 
with  the  Peabody  Museum  and  the  Essex  County  Greenbelt 
Association. 

Curator  of  Asian  Export  Art  Dr.  H.A.  Crosby  Eorbes  lectured  on 
Chinese  export  porcelain  and  silver  to  the  Cleveland  Chapter  of  the 
Decorative  Arts  Trust  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  also  gave  two  talks  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Ceramic  Circle,  which  was  held 
at  the  Museum.  Dr.  Forbes  wrote  articles  on  the  Asian  Export  Art 
Wing  for  The  Magazine  Antiques,  the  Catalogue  of  the  Ellis  Memorial 
Antiques  Show  and  the  Catalogue  of  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Peabody 
Museum  Antiques  Show.  He  was  elected  to  serve  for  a  second  term  on 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  American  Ceramic  Circle.  Associate 
Curator  of  Asian  Export  Art  William  Sargent  organized  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Ceramic  Circle  at  the  Museum.  The  conference  was 
a  great  success,  with  the  best  attendance  in  the  American  Ceramic 
Circle's  history.  Mr.  Sargent  gave  numerous  presentations  on  Asian 
export  art  including  lectures  at  the  Museum  of  Eine  Arts,  Boston;  the 
Museum  of  Eine  Arts,  Cincinnati;  the  Stevens-Coolidge  House, 
North  Andover;  the  Festival  Institute  at  Round-Top,  Texas;  the 
Alexandria  Forum,  Alexandria,  Virginia;  the  Topsfield  Historical 
Society;  the  American  Ceramic  Circle;  Historic  Deerfield;  and  the 
Boston  Chapter  of  the  North  American  Association  of  Chinese 
Americans.  Mr.  Sargent  was  elected  President  of  the  China  Students' 
Club  and  was  elected  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  American 
Ceramic  Circle.  Mr.  Sargent  continued  to  serve  on  the  boards  of  the 
Salem  Arts  Council  and  the  Sargent  House  Museum.  Mr.  Sargent 
was  also  awarded  a  two-week  trustee-sponsored  study  tour  in 
London. 

Chief  Curator  and  Curator  of  Ethnology  Dr.  Susan  S.  Bean 
received  a  fellowship  from  the  International  Cultural  Society  of 
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Korea  for  a  five-week  study  tour  of  Korean  museums  and  historical 
sites.  Dr.  Bean  also  traveled  to  India  where  she  made  official  visits  to 
three  U.S.-sponsored  research  institutes  for  the  Smithsonian  Foreign 
Currency  Program  which  funded  the  trip.  In  Calcutta  she  presented 
papers  to  the  National  Library's  Indology  Conference  and  to  the 
Calcutta  Historical  Society.  Dr.  Bean  also  presented  papers  at  sym¬ 
posia  on  South  Asian  Studies  at  the  University  of  California,  Santa 
Barbara  and  the  University  of  Washington  in  Seattle.  She  published 
an  article  on  her  trip  to  Korea  in  the  Travel  section  of  the  Boston 
Sunday  Globe.  Her  article  on  the  role  of  cloth  in  the  Nationalist  move¬ 
ment  in  India  appeared  in  Making  Things  in  South  Asia  published  by 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  South  Asian  Studies  Program.  Dr. 
Bean  was  elected  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Council  on 
Museum  Anthropology  and  continued  to  serve  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Textile  Society  of  America.  Associate  Curator  of 
Ethnology  John  Grimes  completed  a  very  rewarding  six-month  fel¬ 
lowship  at  the  National  Museum  of  Ethnology  in  Osaka,  Japan, 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  Asian  Cultural  Council.  Research 
Eellow  in  Japanese  Arts  and  Crafts  John  E.  Thayer  III  gave  lectures 
on  the  Museum's  Japanese  collection  to  a  Five  Colleges  East  Asian 
Studies  Seminar  at  Smith  College  and  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Ceramic  Circle. 

Conservator  Pam  Peterson  reviewed  grants  for  the  Institute  of 
Museum  Services'  Conservation  Project  Grants  program.  Building 
Manager  and  Chief  of  Security  Frank  Duley  was  appointed  to  the 
Museum  Committee  of  the  American  Society  for  Industrial  Security. 
As  chair  of  the  New  England  Museum  Association's  Security 
Committee,  Mr.  Duley  ran  two  sessions  at  the  annual  October  meet¬ 
ing. 

Archivist  and  Librarian  Gregor  Trinkaus-Randall  co-authored  a 
paper  with  Archivist  Robert  Spindler  for  the  American  Archivist  on 
coordinating  archival  collections  registers.  Mr.  Trinkaus-Randall  also 
co-authored  with  Elizabeth  Craig-McCormack  a  guide  to  library 
chapter  records  for  the  Special  Libraries  Association.  He  was 
Regional  Coordinator  with  Mr.  Spindler  of  the  New  England 
Archivists'  Archives  Week.  Mr.  Trinkaus-Randall  was  appointed 
Education  Coordinator  of  the  New  England  Archivists;  he  was  also 
appointed  to  the  New  England  Archivists'  Education  Project  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  NEMA's  Libraries  and  Archives  Committee.  Mr. 
Trinkaus-Randall  gave  presentations  on  collections  preservation  and 
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conservation  at  the  New  England  Archivists'  spring  meeting. 

Curator  of  Maritime  History  Dr.  Paul  F.  Johnston  was  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Marine  Society  at  Salem  in  New  England. 
He  was  elected  a  director  of  the  National  Maritime  Alliance  and  to 
the  Board  of  Advisors  of  the  Confederate  Naval  History  Society. 
Director  Peter  Eetchko  and  Dr.  Johnston  co-authored  an  article  on 
the  Museum  for  the  volume  Maritime  America.  Dr.  Johnston  also 
published  an  article  on  the  age  of  sail  and  a  book  review  in  The 
American  Neptune.  Dr.  Johnston  presented  lectures  at  the  Marine 
Science  Center  in  Nahant  and  at  the  National  Trust  for  Historic 
Preservation  Regional  Workshop  in  Mystic,  Connecticut.  Dr. 
Johnston  appeared  on  CBS's  "Nightwatch"  in  a  segment  devoted  to 
shipwreck  preservation  and  legislation.

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MEMBERSHIP  AND  ADMISSIONS 

Under  the  guidance  of  Trustee  Mrs.  Christopher  M.  Weld,  the 
Members'  Council  was  restructured  to  form  a  twelve-member 
Advisory  Board  to  serve  as  the  organizational  core  for  the  various 
functions  performed  by  Membership  volunteers.  The  Ipswich  home 
of  Ms.  Joan  Cook  was  the  site  of  a  successful  recruitment  party  in 
March. 

The  Membership  Department  and  Members'  Council  were  close¬ 
ly  involved  with  the  Opening  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  Mrs. 
Stephen  J.  Connolly  III,  and  Mrs.  C.  Conway  Eelton  ably  headed  the 
large  corps  of  volunteers  from  all  areas  of  the  Museum  who  made 
the  week  of  the  Opening  truly  memorable.  The  Membership 
Department  noted  the  largest  single  influx  of  new  members  -  112  in 
May  -  as  the  expected  outgrowth  of  the  excitement  over  the  new 
wing. 

In  1988  the  Members'  Council  laid  the  groundwork  for  future 
recruitment  through  use  of  volunteers  at  Admissions.  Members  of 
the  hospitality  sub-committee  provided  refreshments  at  receptions 
following  special  events  and  lectures.  The  coming  year  will  see 
building  on  these  functions,  as  well  as  pursuing  town  membership 
drives. 

The  anticipated  increase  in  visitors  in  1988  was  indeed  met  as 
overall  admissions  were  up  27.1%  above  1987,  more  than  40%  for 
the  period  since  the  opening  of  the  Asian  Export  Art  Wing.  Total 
attendance  at  the  Museum  and  Museum-sponsored  programs  and 
events  was  112,821.  The  reinstallation  of  Maritime  New  England 
received  much  favorable  media  attention  and  attracted  many  new 
members  and  visitors  to  the  Museum.

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Report  of  the  Treasurer 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  financial  report  of  the  Peabody 
Museum  of  Salem  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1988 
together  with  the  related  opinion  of  our  independent  auditors. 
Coopers  &  Lybrand. 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  the  Museum  is  able  to  report  a 
small  surplus  in  current  unrestricted  operating  funds;  this  year  the 
amount  is  $40,563.  General  operating  expenses  totalled  $2,122  mil¬ 
lion,  an  increase  of  23.9%  over  the  previous  year. 

Activity  in  the  current  restricted  funds  shows  a  deficit  of 
$145,950;  this  is  entirely  related  to  a  one-time  write  off  of  accumulat¬ 
ed  expenses. 

The  largest  construction  project  in  the  Museum's  history,  the 
Asian  Export  Art  Wing,  was  completed  in  May  and  celebrated  with 
appropriate  fanfare.  This  project,  at  a  total  cost  of  $10,907,000,  added 
26,500  square  feet  to  the  Museum's  plant  and  provided  for  signifi¬ 
cantly  improved  security,  fire  and  climate-control  systems  elsewhere 
in  the  complex.  It  was  funded  entirely  by  contributions  to  the  Asian 
Export  Art  Wing  Capital  Campaign,  with  temporary  funding  of  pro¬ 
ject  cash  requirements  from  the  Museum's  Board-designated 
endowment  funds.  Although  $647,195  of  that  loan  remained  out¬ 
standing  on  December  31,  1988,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  it  was 
fully  repaid  in  February  1989. 

Prompted  by  the  publicity  surrounding  the  opening  of  the  new 
wing,  and  stimulated  further  by  excitement  over  the  reinstallation  of 
the  Museum's  maritime  collections,  attendance  soared;  admissions 
revenue  increased  70%  over  the  previous  year.  Other  revenue 
sources,  particularly  membership  income  and  shop  revenues,  also 
showed  substantial  increases,  all  helping  to  absorb  the  impact  of 
expenses  associated  with  the  additional  Museum  space.  Revenue 
sources  must  continue  to  expand  in  order  to  relieve  pressure  on  the 
Museum's  unrestricted  endowment  as  the  Museum  continues  to 
upgrade  its  facilities  and  operate  an  expanded  plant. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  market  value  of  the  Museum's 
investment  portfolio  was  $8,754,344  as  of  December  31,  1988,  an 
increase  of  32.5%  over  the  previous  year.  Endowment  gifts  account 
for  $615,415  of  the  increase  and  $818,036  represents  new  bequests, 
the  largest  of  which  is  owed  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Stephen 
Wheatland. 
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A  list  of  bequests  made  to  the  Museum  during  1988  follows  the 
report. 

As  I  complete  my  service  as  treasurer,  I  thank  Peter  Fetchko, 
Anne  Lipner  and  Brian  Johnson  of  the  Museum  staff  for  their  help, 
guidance  and  support.  I  also  thank  the  Trustees  and  other  volunteers 
at  the  Museum  for  their  support  and  guidance  and  for  their  remark¬ 
able  fund  raising  ability  and  dedication  to  the  Museum.  I  am  grate¬ 
ful  to  our  auditors  from  Coopers  &  Lybrand,  Ann  Thornburg,  part¬ 
ner,  and  Richard  Enfield,  manager,  for  their  commitment  to  the 
Museum.  Finally,  the  Museum's  very  capable  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
the  Museum,  Sanford  Anstey,  will  succeed  me  as  Treasurer;  I  thank 
him  and  wish  him  the  same  good  fortune  for  the  Museum  that  I 
have  enjoyed  as  Treasurer.

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
A.  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

The  Peabody  Museum  of  Salem  (the  "Museum"),  founded  in  1799,  is 
a  fully  accredited,  nonprofit  institution  which  maintains  extensive 
collections  in  four  major  areas:  Maritime  History,  Asian  Export  Art, 
Ethnology  and  Natural  History.  Open  throughout  the  year,  it  offers 
its  members  and  the  public  a  wide  variety  of  courses  and  programs 
and  maintains  an  active  schedule  of  special  exhibits  which  comple¬ 
ment  its  permanent  galleries.  In  addition  to  the  Museum's  curatorial 
departments,  there  is  an  extensive  research  library,  departments  of 
Education  and  Photography,  the  Conservation  Laboratory  and  a 
Museum  Shop. 

The  significant  accounting  policies  followed  by  the  Museum  are 
as  follows: 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis  of 
accounting.  In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on 
the  use  of  the  resources  available  to  the  Museum,  the  accounts  of  the  Museum  are 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  fund  accounting.  This  is  the  proce¬ 
dure  by  which  resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  for  accounting  and 
reporting  purposes  into  funds  according  to  the  activities  or  objectives  specified. 

Cash  and  Cash  Equivalents 

Cash  and  cash  equivalents  include  cash  on  hand,  demand  deposits  and  certificates 
of  deposit  which  are  readily  convertible  to  cash. 

Gifts 

Restricted  current  fund  gifts  are  reported  as  revenue  in  the  statement  of  support, 
revenue,  expenses  and  changes  in  fund  balances  when  expended  for  the  restricted 
purpose  of  the  gift.  Unrestricted  gifts  are  recognized  as  revenue  upon  receipt. 

Combined  Totals 

The  "Combined  Totals"  columns  are  the  totals  of  the  similar  accounts  of  the  various 
funds.  Since  the  assets  of  certain  funds  are  restricted  or  endowed,  the  totals  for  all 
funds  are  for  supplemental  analysis  purposes  only  and  do  not  indicate  that  the 
combined  fund  balances  are  available  in  any  manner  other  than  provided  for  in  the 
separate  funds. 

Works  of  Art 

In  accordance  with  the  general  practice  of  art  museums,  the  cost  of  works  of  art  are 
charged  directly  to  the  funds  available  for  such  purpose  and  are  not  capitalized. 

Investments 

The  Museum  reports  investments  of  all  funds  at  the  lower  of  aggregate  cost  or  mar¬ 
ket.  Realized  gains  and  losses  on  investment  transactions  are  accounted  for  on  the 
first-in,  first-out  cost  method.  Investment  income  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis. 
Investments  received  as  gifts  are  recorded  at  the  fair  market  value  on  the  date  the 
gift  was  received. 
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Inventories 

Inventories,  principally  retail  merchandise,  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market, 
with  cost  calculated  using  the  first-in,  first-out  (FIFO)  method,  and  market  based 
upon  net  realizable  value. 

Property  and  Equipment 

Land,  buildings  and  improvements,  equipment  and  construction  in  progress  are 
stated  at  cost.  Betterments  which  materially  add  to  the  value  of  the  related  assets  or 
materially  extend  the  useful  life  of  the  assets  are  capitalized.  Equipment  and  fur¬ 
nishings  of  relatively  small  dollar  values  are  expensed  in  the  current  unrestricted 
fund. 

To  the  extent  current  or  restricted  funds  are  used  to  finance  major  plant  additions, 
the  amounts  so  provided  are  accounted  for  as  transfers  to  the  plant  funds. 

Grants 

The  Museum  recognizes  grants  as  support  when  the  related  expenses  are  incurred. 
Interfund  Receivables /Payables 

Borrowings  between  the  plant  funds  and  endowment  funds  for  construction,  inter¬ 
est-bearing  at  6.5%  in  1988,  were  repaid  in  February  1989. 

Income  Taxes 

The  Museum  is  a  nonprofit  organization  exempt  from  income  tax  pursuant  to 
Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

Pledges 

The  Museum  does  not  record  pledges  since  it  is  not  practical  to  estimate  the  net 
realizable  value  of  pledges.

Nearly  a  century  and  a  half  ago,  the  first  bequests  helping  to 
ensure  a  rich  and  long  life  for  the  Peabody  Museum  were  written. 

NATHANIEL  BOWDITCH,  born  at  Salem  March  26,  1773,  died 
at  Boston  March  16,  1838.  Ship  Captain,  Merchant,  Mathematician, 
and  Insurance  Executive.  Excerpt  from  will: 

'Ttem  Whereas  the  Salem  East  India  Marine  Society  of  which  I 
was  formerly  President,  and  in  which  I  have  always  felt  a  deep 
interest  is  an  institution  highly  creditable  to  the  Commonwealth, 
possessing  a  Museum  of  a  very  rare  and  peculiar  character,  collected 
from  distant  countries  and  affording  a  proof  alike  of  the  enterprize 
and  taste  and  liberality  of  such  of  the  citizens  of  Salem  as  have  fol¬ 
lowed  the  seafaring  life,  I  do  now  give  to  that  institution  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  the  income  thereof  to  be  forever  applied  to  the 
promoting  of  the  objects  for  which  it  was  established  ..." 

Por  many  decades,  income  from  these  and  other  bequests  and 
endowment  funds  were  adequate  to  support  the  major  share  of  the 
operating  costs  of  the  Museum.  Today,  they  provide  less  than  one- 
third  of  these  necessary  day-to-day  expenses. 

There  are  many  forms  of  bequests  that  will  meet  the  personal 
requirements  and  wishes  of  a  donor  and  will  serve  the  long-term 
needs  of  the  Peabody  Museum.
